White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 2.— 


At the state election the Republicans 
not only elected their entire state 
ticket, but also retained control of the 
legislature, insuring the election of a 
Republican successor to the late Sen- 
ator Redfield Proctor. 


The plurality for George H. Prouty, 


candidate for governor, is estimated 
at 28.000, which is 3.000 less than the 
vote polled by the gubernatorial can- 
didate four years ago. 


The latest returns indicate a Re- 


publican loss of S per cent and a Dem- 
ocratic loss of 2 per cent. The voters 
were urged to support the Republican 
ticket by speakers of national impor- 
tance, who stumped the state cluiing 
the past two weeks, discussing issues 
which will be heard in other parts of 
the country this fall. 


On the other hand, the Democrats 


fought the battle alone, .lames E. 
Burloe of Burlington, formerly known 
as tht "blacksmith mayor" of that 
city, who headed the ticket, having 
only local taienl in his sunnort. 
, 
The Democrats'were also anxious I 


regarding the strength of the Inde- 
pendence league movenront, a now 
factor in state politics, but the re- 
turns from a majority of the cities 
and towns showed that a comparative- 
ly small number of voters supported 
Quimby S. Backus of Brandon, who 
headed the new party ticket. 


The Prohibition party ran a close 


race with the Independence 
league, 


•while the Socialists were a poor fifth 
in the contest among the leaders. 


The voters were favored with excel- 


lent weather throughout the day. and 
despite the fact that the harvest was 
at hand, they came to the polls in 
large numbers.

The wind 
was from the southwest and squally. 


Wind Suddenly Freshens. 


The party had scarcely b.>en gone 


over an hour befoie the wind fresh- 
ened up. heeling the sloop well over 
and dashing the spray upon the occu- 
pants. There was no thought of dan- 
ger until the afternoon was drawing 
to a close, when Captain Haskell de- 
cided that the wind was too heavy for 
his boat and tho sea too choppy,, so 
he brought the sloop 
around 
and 


started on a tack homeward. 


Alf the party were perched high up 


on the weather side, as the sloop cut 
through the waves with the water 
almost coming over the gunwhales on 
the lee side, when Captain Haskell 
gave & shout of warning that he was 
going to tack and then threw over the 
tiller. Just at this moment the boat 
rose high up on a wave, exposing her 
to the full brunt of the wind. 
An 


unusually heavy gust struck her and 
in a twinkling the sloop went over on 
her beam ends and the party of 10 
were thrown into the water. 
f For one brief moment it was every 
'one for himself. Captain 
Haskell, 


however, took in the situatioi in one 
quick glance. 
lie had been clinging 


to the sheet and his tenacious hold 


not been loosened by the sudden 


plunge into the ice-cold waters of 
the Maine coast. 
He saw that thtj 


boat's tender was right side up and, 
shouting to Professor Crawley and 
Henry Evans, who were nearest to 
him, 
he directed them to make for tho 


tender, doing so at the same tinio 
himself. 
Professor 
Crawley. how- 


ever, still clung to the overturned 
sloop, looking for his wife, 
while 


Evans was trying vainly to locate his 
sister. 


Captain Reaches Tender. 


In tlie meantime Haskell had gain- 


ed the tender and had clambored 
aboard. 
Cutting it loose from the 


overturned sloop, he picked up tho 
oars and. bringing the boat up near 
Crawley and Evans, 
helped them 


aboard, persuau.ng 
thorn 
that 
the 


only way they could help the women 
folks was from 
the 
rowboat. 
But 


even then the women were beyond 
help. Weighted down by their water- 
soaked clothing and chilled through 
by the cold water, they had been un- 
able to keep themselves atloat. Some 
had grabbed the person nearest them 
by the neck, and in, some instances 
they had gone down together, clasped 
in each other's arms. 


The three men in the tender found 


that they were almost incapable of 
giving assistance in their boat, as 
they had been in the water. 
The 


wind was loo high and the sea too 
rough for them to handle the small 
boat. 
They were in grave 
danger 


themselves of being thrown out again 
into the water. 


The upset, however, had been seen 


from Eagle island, not far' from the 
scene of the accident, and as soon as 
possible a sloop was sent out to pick 
up the survivors. The rescuing party 
reached the tender just in time and 
pulled 
the 
three 
exhausted 
men 


aboard. Of the rest of the party, but 
two were in sight and the boat was 
headed for them. 
They were Lutie 


Kellogg and Miss Evans. They wore 
unconscious and, although the roscu- 
»rs woik<>d vigorously over thoni. all 
er/orts to restore life 
failed. 
The 


bodies were taken ashoie.
